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Glass Doors 


Every year, about 250,090 
Americans are Injured in acel- 
dents involving storm doors, patio 
doors, shower enclosures and 
other installations where glass Is 
used, Bhe U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice says that most of the accl- 
dents ocetir around the home and 
that nf least half the victims are 
under 15 years old. Sometimes 
the victims walk through the 
glass, mistaking it for op:n space; 
other times they slp and fall 
through the glass. According to 
1970 estimates 141 persons were 
killed in glass door accidents 
every year and 7000 are hospital- 
ized, 

Almost always, the glass in- 
volyed in these aevidents is or- 
dinary annealed glass, the non- 
safety type that breaks Into sharp 
pieces upon impact. Less danger- 
ous types of glasg are available, 
Including tempered glass, lamin- 
ated glass, wire-mesh glass, and 
various types of p’astics, but un- 
fortunately these aren't always 
used in houses, commercial and 
publle bulldings. 

Tempered glass in particular Js 
three to five times stronger than 
ordinary glass and only slightly 
more expensive, It may be cheap. 
er In the long run than ordinary 
ilass because jt doesn’t break and 
need to be replaced as often. 
When it does break, tempered 
glass forms relatively harniless 
pleces resembling rock salt.
